Minutes of September 13, 2011 - S. Burks made motion to approve the minutes of 
September 13, 2011 as corrected. A. Taberner second. Unanimously approved. 

Minutes of October 11, 2011 - S. Burks made motion to approve the minutes of 
October 11, 2011 as corrected. D. Johnson second. Unanimously approved. 

Treasurer’s Report - P. McGaffigan’s distributed the Treasurer’s Report. Request to 
have overview of past years fundraising efforts. Paul will look into this. Dan Johnson 
made a generous donation for ongoing our 150th Birthday events. S. Burks donated a 
postcard of the "SCOUT" in the amount of $2.45 - Bills - H. Leavell submitted bill for 
supplies purchased for Annual Appeal Letter in the amount of $225. S. Burks 
submitted a bill of $33.33 for folding of the Annual Appeal Letter. A. Taberner made a 
motion to recommend that the corporation reimburse H. Leavell in the amount of $225 
and S. Burks in the amount of $33.33.
